It is hereby notified for the information of all concerned that a new 
Sub Treasury will be established at Thamarassery in Kozhikode Taluk of 
Kozhikode District and it will start functioning from a date to be fixed by the 
Government, after 15 days from the date of publication of the Notification 
in the Gazette . 


2. The new Sub Treasury will be conducting its cash business at the 
Sub Treasury counter itself until further orders and will have jurisdiction 
over the areas of the following panchayats in Kozhikode and Quilandy Taluks 
of Kozhikode District.

3. No claims against Governinent arising in the arca referred to in 
paragraph 2 above will be paid from any Treasury or Sub Treasury, other 
than the Sub Treasury Thamarassery from the date of its opening except under 
special orders of the competent authority . 

4. Notwithstanding anything contained in para 3 above the drawing 
accounts of the administrators of personal Deposit accounts, the local fund 
deposit accounts and judicial deposit accounts pertaining to the above 
arca will continue to be operated at the Treasury Sub Treaursy at which 
they are now operated until the administrators of such accounts get 
themselves placed in account with the Sub Treasury , Thamarassery by the 
Accountant General. Similarly the Treasury Savings Bank Deposit accounts 
in the names of the Officer, Head of Institutions and other individuals located 
in the above said area which are now , operated at another Treasury /Sub 
Treasury will continue to be operated at the same Treasury Sub Treasury 
till the depositors concerned get such savings bank accounts transferred to 
the Sub Treasury ; Thamarassery , in accordance with the procedure prescribed 
for the transfer of the Savings Bank Account. The pensioners pertaining , 
to the above said area who are drawing their pension from another Treasuryl 
Sub Treasury will continue to draw it from the same Treasury / Sub Treasury 
until they get the payment of their pension transferred to the Sub Treasury 
Thamarassery in accordance with the procedure prescribed for such transfer. 

5. The entire transaction of Stamps including the issue of Service 
Postage Stamps, Supply of Stamps to Vendors and issue ofOpium to addicts 
within the jurisdiction of the Sub Treasury , Thainarassery will be carried 
out by the Sub Treasury with effect from thedate of its opening after observing 
the necessary formalities, if any , in the matter.

Similarly the Treasury Savings 
Bank Deposit Accounts in the name of the office , Head of institutions and 
other individuals located in the above said area which are now operated at 
another Treasury /Sub Treasury will continue to be operated at the same 
Treasury /Sub Treasury will the Depositors concerned get such S. B. accounts 
transferred to the Sub Treasury, Perambra in accordance with the procedure 
prescribed for the transfer of the S.B. accounts and pensioners pertaining to 
the above said area who are drawing their pensions from another Treasury)

THE KERALA MUNICIPAL COUNCILS (EXTENSION OF TERM . 

OF OFFICE OF COUNCILLORS) BILL , 1975

BILL 


to provide for the extension of the term of office of the Councillors 
of Municipalities other than the Punalur, Chalakudy , Tirur and 
Malappurcm Municipalities. 
Preamble . - WHEREAS it is expedient to provide for the extension 
of the term of office of the councillors of all the inunicipalities 
other than the Punalur, Chalakudy , Tirur and Malappuram 
Municipalities; 

BE it enacted in the. Twenty -sixth Year of the Republic of 
India as follows : 


1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1 ) This Act may be called 
the Kerala Municipal Councils (Extension of Term of Office of 
Councillors ) Act , 1975 . 

(2 ) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 30th 
day of December , 1974 . 

2. Extension of the term of office of municipal councillors. 
Notwithstanding anything contained in the Kerala Municipalities 
Act, 1960 (14 of 1961), the term of office of the councillors of all 
the municipalities constituted under the said Act, other than the 
Punalur , Chalakudy, Tirur and Malappuram Municipalities , which 
expires on the 1st day of January , 1975 , shall extend upto noon on 
the 31st day of December, 1975 . 

3. Repeal and saving.- ( 1) The Kerala Municipal Councils 
( Extension of Term of Office of Councillors ) Ordinance, 1974 
( 19 of 1974 ), is hereby repealed . 

( 2 ) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or any action 
taken under the said Ordinance shall be deemed to have been 
done or taken under this Act .

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TATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


The term of office of the councillors of all the municipalities 
other than the Punalur, Chalakudy , Tirur and Malappuram Muni 
cipalities was due to expire at noon on the 1st day of January, 1975 . 
According to section 8 of the Kerala Municipalities Act, 1950, 
elections to the municipal councils have to take place within a 
period of two months immediately preceding the date of expiry 
of the term of office of the councillors. It has been decided that 
the electoral rolls of the Assembit constituencies revised as on the 
1st January, 1975 , as they relate to the concerned municipalities, 
should be adopted for the ensuing election to the municipal councils. 
The work of revising the electoral rolls as on the 1st January , 1975 , 
in regard to the Assembly constituencies ,has not been completed . 
Therefore , the election to the municipal councils could not be 
conducted during the period specified in section 8 of the Kerala 
Municipalities Act, 1960. Hence the term of office of the councillors 
of all the municipalities other than the Punalur, Chalakudy, Tirur 
and Malappuram Municipalities had to be extended for a further 
period. Since the Legislative Assembly was not in session , the 
proposed extension had to be made by means of an Ordinance. 
Accordingly , the Kerala Municipal Councils (Extension of Term of 
Office of Councillors ) Ordinance , 1974 ( 19 of 1974 ) was promul 
gated by the Governor on the 30th December , 1974. The Bill seeks 
to replace the Ordinance by an Act of the Legislature .
